Fatty Bear's Special Vanilla Custard Filling 
2 tsp. corn starch 
1 cup milk 1/3 cup sugar 
3 egg yolks 1 tsp. vanilla 


Dissolve the corn starch in a few teaspoons of the milk. In 
another bowl, beat the egg yolks. Pour the egg yolks into 
the top half of a double boiler, and add the rest of the milk, 
sugar and vanilla. Whisk the mixture as it cooks. When 
mixture is steaming, add the dissolved corn starch. Whisk 
continuously until it has thickened to the consistency of 
mayonnaise. Set the custard aside and let it cool before 
refrigerating. Chill before using.
